JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 12— 
Abandonment of seven streetcar 


lines by the St. Louis Public Serv- 
icegCo. and substitution of motor 
buS service for these routes— 
changes vigorously opposed by 
many municipalities hnd private 
organizations—were authorized to- 
day by the Missouri Public Service 
Commission. 

The lines involved are the Brent- 
wood, Clayton, Creve Coeur, Kirk- 
wood, Manchester, Maryland and 
Woodson routes, 

Abandonment of the streetcar 
lines has been a subject of contrc- 
versy since the plans were an- 
nounced 14 months ago. The five 
members of the commission were 
unanimous in approving’ the 
change in service for the Brent- 
wood, Manchester, Maryland and 
Woodson lines, but divided by a 
vote of 3 to 2 in authorizing the 
other three abandonments. 

How Commission Divided. 

Chairman Morris E. Osburn and 
Commissioner Charles L. Henson 
dissented on permitting abandon- 
ment of the Clayton, Kirkwood 
and Creve Coeur lines. They de- 
clared the proposed substitute bus 
service for these three lines, which 
includes deviations from the pres- 
ent streetcar routes, would not 
adequately serve existing needs 
and was not in the public interest. 

Commissioners Kyle D. Williams, 
Agnes Mae Wilson and E. L. Mc- 
Clintock, comprising ® majority, 
approved all seven substitutions as 
being in the public interest. 

The Maryland line is entirely 
within St. Louis. Five routes, the 
Woodson, Brentwood, 
Kirkwood and Creve Coeur, are in 
St. Louis county. The seventh, the 
Manchester, lies half in the city 
and half in the county. 

Approved Routes.

NANKING, Nov. 12 (AP)—Sav- 
age Nationalist attacks were re- 
ported to have routed nine Chinese 
Communist columns at the Grand 
Canal today in the mammoth bat- 
tle in the Suchow area north of 
this capital.

Star Unable to Find 
Wooden Knife, Uses 
Metal Blade—Raoul 
Jobin Finishes Act With 
Wrist Wound. 


PITTSBURGH, Nov. 12 (UP)— 
Operatic star Gladys Swarthout 
flavored her performance in Bi- 
zet’s “Carmen” with a dash of 
realism at the Syria Mosque last 


night by accidentally stabbing the 


wrist of her Don Jose, 

Miss Swarthout drew blood from 
the wrist of Raoul Jobin, who per- 
formed the male lead, as they 
struggled over possession of a dag- 
ger near the end of the third act, 
The metal knife barely missed an 
artery. 

The incident passed unnoticed to 
the audience, although the. fourth 
and final act was delayed several 
minutes while a physician dressed 
the wound. Three stitches were 
needed to close the gash after the 
performance. 

In the scene Jobin (Don Jose) 
spurned by Carmen, seizes her in 
a jealous rage. and fights for a 


dagger which Carmen has pulled 
from her robes, 

Bob Martin, director of the 
Mosque, said a wooden dagger al- 
ways used for the scene had 
slipped to the floor. To avoid 
breaking the continuity of the 
scene, Miss Swarthout seized a 
metal knife from:one of the per- 
formers. . , 

Jobin said later he had released 
Miss Swarthout’s knife hand too 
quickly as the struggle ended and 
the blade struck his wrist. 

Jobin managed to conceal the 
blood from the audience until the 
curtain fell. He became dizzy back- 
stage and Paula Lencher, the Mi- 
caela in the opera, tore her slip 
and fashioned a tourniquet -with 
it. Martin said Miss Lencher’s 
iquick thinking enabled Jotin to 
return for the fourth act, as other- 
wise he might have lost too much 
blood. 

“I’ve never completed any of my 
30 appearances as ‘Carmen’ with- 
out suffering bruises,” observed 
Miss Swarthout. “But this is the 
first time I’ve ever really injured 
‘Don Jose.’”

Battle Still Undecided. 

The newspapers called it a ma- 
jor victory, but observers agreed 
that at best it might only delay 
the Red timetable. The big battle 
of Suchow, largest in Asiatic his- 
tory, is still to be decided. 

More than 1,000,000 combatants 
have been committed by the war- 
ring Chinese factions. 

The Catholic newspaper Yi Shih 
Pao said President Chiang Kai- 
shek flew to Suchow, 170 miles to 
the northwest, during the canai 
battle. This report was not con 
firmed. But it is obvious that the 
Government is now throwing as 
Many planes as possible into the 
struggle. 

Reports of the Government suc- 
cesses came as new speculation 
arose that Chiang was about to 
move the capital south, perhaps to 
Canton, and as American depend- 
ents were strongly advised to 
exacuate Tsingtao, United States 
fleet base. 

Planes Turn Tide. 

Heavy and light bombers and 
fighter planes, making suprising- 
ly efficient raids on Red concen- 
trations, were credited in large 
measure for turning the battle at 
least temporarily in Chiang’s fa- 
vor. 

The battlefield, broadly, is be- 
tween the Yangtze river and the 
Lunghai railway — a stretch of 
about 200 miles. 

(The United Press, after report- 
ing claims of the Government vic- 
tory east of Suchow, said the Gov- 
ernment declared martial law in 
Suchow as Communists continued 
their march on the city from the 
west. It said that despite Govern- 
ment claims that the Communists 
were “totally routed” near Huang- 
kuo, 50 miles west of Suchow, four 
columns of Red Gen. Chen Yi’s 
troops were reported by-passing 
Government defense lines.) 

It seemed probable here that no 
decision in the Suchow operations 
could be expected for two or three 
weeks. A Chinese spokesman said 
yesterday that the Communists 
were throwing. all their available 
manpower, 15 entire armies, into 
the. last defenses north of the 
Yangtze, while the Government 
also was putting reinforcements 
into the battle. The Yangtze itself 
remains a formidable barrier for 
the Communists. It is more than 
two miles wide, with Nanking near 
the south bank. 

Foreign diplomats in Nanking 
generally expected Chiang to order 
the capital transferred southward 
in view of his decision to carry on 
what he calls his “eight years of 
war” against the reds. 

Several said, however, that such

MARSHALL SAYS 


RUSSIANS SEEK TO | 
WEAKEN U5. BY 


PEACE OFFENSIVE 


Moscow Reaction to Sug- 
gestions That Stalin 
and Truman Confer 
One of Propaganda 
Moves, He Asserts. 


PARIS, Nov. 12 (AP)—Secre- 
tary of State George C, Marshall 
declared today the Russians are 
carrying on a propaganda peace 
offensive hoping to weaken the 
position of the United States. 

Marshall told a press confer- 
ence that Russian propaganda in 
the United Nations Assembly has 
not been successful. He said the 
great majority of nations in the 
U.N. have lined up solidly in their 
opinions on the world situation. 

The Secretary said the Moscow 
reaction to published suggestions 
that Prime Minister Joseph Stalin 


and President Truman confer on 

world problems is one of the 

propaganda peace efforts. 
Efforts Called Dangerous. 

Such peace efforts are very 
dangerous because everyone sin- 
cerely wants peace, but not every- 
one wants mere propaganda for 
peace, Marshall said, 

He added that we (the United 
States) are represented as being 
warmongers, but what we want 
is peace. 

Marshall said the propaganda 
peace offensive was designed pri- 
marily to exploit the world’s de- 
sire for peace, 

(The United Press quoted Mar- 
shall as flatly denying that the 
United States is considering send- 
ing any peace mission to Moscow.) 

Views on Berlin Issue. 

Marshall said the western pow- 
ers" still look to the United Na- 
tions Security Council, particu- 
larly to the so-called neutrals who 
have been trying to mediate, for 
anything they might propose to 
solve the Berlin crisis. 

He noted that Andrei Y. Vishin- 
sky, the Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister, repeated Prime Minister 
Stalin’s charge that the West re- 
fused a proposal of the neutrals 
which Russia said she had accept- 
ed. 

Marshall said the Western pow- 
ers never saw any agreed resolu- 
tion on the Berlin case except the 
one vetoed by Russia Oct, 25 in 
the Security Council. This called 
for lifting of the Soviet blockade 
of Berlin followed by introduction 
of Soviet-sponsored marks as the 
sole currency of Berlin. Marshall 
said the Western countries ap- 
proved this and Russia vetoed it. 

Marshall said Soviet propaganda 
has not been successful this year 
in the United Nations Assembly. 

Won’t Discuss Resigning. 

The Secretary was asked to 
comment on reports he would 
resign in January. He repeated he 
has made no statement, but that 
he has on past occasions ex- 
pressed a desire to retire. He said 
he would not make a statement 
on this until he has had an oppor- 
tunity to sit down and talk with 
Truman. 

Marshall said the date of his 
return to the United States de- 
pended on developments in the 
United Nations. He said he did 
not know when he would go back 
to Washington. 

Marshall declined to comment 
at any length on the Palestine 
case or any other issue yet to 
come up in the U.N. Assembly. 

Reports Recovery Progress. 

Marshall commented at length 
on the European Recovery Pro- 
gram. He said much more prog- 
ress has been made than is re- 
alized. One must go back to Janu- 
ary, February and March, 1947, 
and then compare conditions in 
Paris and all of France and Italy 
with the situation today, he said. 

The Secretary made this com- 
ment on the ERP: 

He said a tremendous change 
has taken place economically, 
and, principalNy psychologically.

US TELLS UN. 
SOVIET BLOC HAS 
250 DIVISIONS 


Osborn Says This Is Five 
Times the Combined 
Forces of All Western 
Europe States.

PARIS, Nov. 12 (AP)+United 
States Delegate Frederick H. Os- 
born told the United Nations to- 
day Russia was using “shrill 
government-directed. propaganda 
to prepare its people for war.” 

Osborn, addressing the General 
Assembly’s Political Committee, 
said there can be no disarmament 
until Russia stops threatening the 
world with Communist aggression. 
The committee is debating a So- 
viet proposal that the United 
States, Britain, France,. Russia 
and China slash their armaments 
by one third and outlaw the 
atomic bomb. 

Osborn said Russia has 4,000,000 
men under arms and that Soviet- 
dominated states have .an addi- 
tional 2,800,000. This, he said adds 
up to 250 combat divisions, five 
times the combined forces of. all 
the western European nations. 

Attack on Soviet Policies. 

Russia’s policies since the end 
of World War II have not helped 
to bring about international con- 
fidence, he said. Osborn cited, 
among other things, Russia’s 
“summary rejection of the neutral 
nations’ plan for Berlin.” 

Osborn told the committee that 
Russian workers are “kept in fear 
of war by the Soviet Govern- 
ment,” and that the Russian citi- 
zens hear only the news their 
Government wants them to hear. 

There is some evidence, he said, 
that some. Russian leaders hold 
“a warped, twisted view of condi- 
tions outside the Soviet Union.” 
He added that he wondered 
whether members of the Soviet 
Union’s ruling Politburo actually 
believe that the western world is 
ready to attack Russia. 

“I'am reluctant to believe that 
is so,” he said, 

Even though their movements 
are restricted, Osborn said, United 
States representatives in Russia 
saw improvement there after the 
war. This improvement has slack- 
ened now, he said, “because so

Death Sentence, Amer- 
ican Attorney Says — 


Wife Visits Him.

TOKYO, Nov. 12 (AP)—Hideki 
Tojo was prepared for the death 
sentence and asked no attempts 
be made for clemency in his be- 
half, his attorney said today, 

“Please do not ask Gen. Mac- 
Arthur to save my life if I am 
sentenced to die,” Tojo was quoted 
as saying by his American attor- 
ney, George Francis Blewett of 
Philadelphia. “I do not want to 
ask any clemency of MacArthur.” 

The uttorney said Tojo is “in 
good health and spirits.” Tojo 
laughed and joked with his attor- 
ney before today’s international 
tribunal session, at which his fate 
was announced. 

Tojo asked Blewett to go ahead 
with plans to file an appeal based 
on the “contention that Japan 
acted in self defense, but reiter- 
ated “do not ask for clemency.” 

(Tojo told the United Press that 
“From the beginning of the trial 
I greatly feared that the Emperor 
would be involved, but now that 
it is clear that he will not be, my 
mind is at rest.” 

(“I wanted to take the entire 
responsibility for the war, but un- 
fortunately others were involved, 
to my great regret,” he added. 

(“The spirit of the Japanese 
people is certain to rise again, but 
there are great difficulties ahead, 
and I pray that the people will | 
have the courage to overcome | 
them. | 

(“If you ask my opinion of the 
trial, I should call it a trial by 
the conquerors.”)

STARS AND STRIPES TO HAVE 
NEW SHEEN; NYLON TO BE USED 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (UP)— 
The national military establish- 
ment concluded today that the 
best way to kéep a flag flying in 
peace or war is to have it made 
of nylon. 

Scientists have just completed 
two years of research on the sub- 
ject. They found that a flag 
made of 75 per cent nylon and 25 
percent wool lasts three times as 
long as standard all-wool bunting 
flags. 

The improved fabric, they said, 
is expected to result in “impor- 
tant economics” in flag-waving.

Text of Tribenal’s Verdict 
Convicting Ex-Premier Tojo! 


HIDEKI TOJO rose from the 
post of War Minister to become 


Japanese Premier in October 1941. 
The order to form his cabinet was 
conditioned on an imperial man- 
date to make a vigorous fresh 
start in the peace talks with the 
United States. Tojo testified that 
the war was provoked by the 
Allies’ pressure against Japan and 
that Japan had to fight both in 
self-defense and to realize the 
peaceful ideal of Greater Asia. At 
times Toio was also Home Minis- 
ter, Minister of Munitions and 
chief of the genera! staff. 


KENJI DOIHARA, the “Law- 
rence of Manchuria,” for years 
was the best known member of 
the Japanese army outside Japan. 
He was chief manufacturer of “in- 
cidents” for the army in China 
and elsewhere. Doihara created 
them and the army moved in. His 
notorious activities ranged from 
kidnaping the Chinese “boy em- 
peror,” Henry Pu-yi; to put him 
on the puppet Manchukuo throne, 
to purchasing bandits and install- 
ing them in high positions, 


SEISHIRO ITaGAKI was 
cradled in the fiery traditions of 
the Kwantung army, the Japanese 
army establishment in Manchuria 
and “an army within an army.” 
During the Pacific war he com- 
manded the Japanese garrison in 
Korea, joined the supreme war 
council in 1943 and was transferred 
to Singapore as commander of 
the Seventh Area Army five 
months before Japan’s surrender. 


HEITARO KIMURA served as 
war vice minister in the Tojo 
cabinet and also in the preceding 
Konoye cabinet. After 1944 he was 
a member of the supreme war 
council and commander in chief 
of the Japanese army in Burma. 


IWANE MATSUI was com- 
mander in chief of the Japanese 
forces in central China between 
October 1937 and February 1938. 
He was brought to trial partly be- 
cause of responsibility in the rape 
of Nanking. He pleaded that the 


Following is the individual 
judgment of the war crimes 
court against former Premier 
Hideki Tojo: 


HE accused is charged under 
T counts 1, 27, 29, 31, 32, 33, 36, 
54 and 55. 

Tojo became Chief of Staff of 
the Kwantung Army (the Japanese 
Army in Manchuria) in June 1937 
and thereafter was associated with 
the conspirators in principle in al- 
most all of their activities. 

He planned and prepared for an 
attack on the U.S.8S.R.; he recom- 
mended a further onset in China 
in order to free the Japanese Army 
from anxiety about its rear in the 
projected attack on the U.S.S.R.; 
he helped organize Manchuria, as 
a base for that attack; never at 
any time thereafter did he aban- 
don the intention to launch such 
an attack if a favorable chance 
should occur. 

In May 1938 he was recalled 
from the field to become Vice Min- 
ister of War. In addition to that 
office, he held a great number of 
appointments so that he played an 
important part in almost all as- 
pects of the mobilization of the 
Japanese people and economy for 
war. At this time, he opposea 
suggestions for a peace or com- 
promise with China. 

He became Minister of War in 
July 1940 and thereafter his his- 
tory is largely the history of the 
successive steps by which the con- 
spirators planned and waged wars 
of aggression against Japan’s 
neighbors, for he was the principal 
in the making of plans and in the 
waging of wars. He advocated 


and furthered the aims of the con- 
spiracy with ability, resolution and 
persistency. 

He became Prime Minister in 
October 1941 and continued in that 
office until July 1944. 

As War Minister and Premier, 
he consistently supported the pol- 
icy of conquering the National 
Government of China, of develop- 
ing the resources of China in Ja- 
pan’s behalf and of retaining Jap- 
anese troops in China to safeguard 
for Japan the results of the war 
against China. 

In negotiations which preceded 
the attacks of the Seventh of De- 
cember 1941 his resolute attitude 
was that Jaran must secure terms 
which would preserve for her the 
fruits of her aggression against 
China, and which would conduce 
to the establishment of Japan’s 
domination of east Asia and 
southern areas. All his great in- 
fluence was thrown into support 
of that policy. The importance 
of the leading part he played in 
securing the decision to go to war 
in support of that policy cannot 
be overestimated. He ‘ears the 
major responsibility for Japan’s 
criminal attacks on her neighbors. 
In this trial, he defended all 
these attacks with hardihood, al- 
leging that they were legitimate 
measures of self-defense. We have 
already dealt fully with that plea. 
It is wholly unfounded. 

As to Count 36, there is no evi- 
dence that Tojo occupied any of- 
ficial position which would render 
him responsible for the war in 
1939, as charged in Count 36. 

The tribunal finds Toio guilty 
on Counts 1, 27, 29, 31, 32 and 33, 
and not guilty on Count 36, 


and the British gunboat Ladybird 
on the Yangtze. He was author of 
many pamphlets promoting Jap- 
anese nationalism, : 


NAOKI HOSHINO at first acted 
as economic planner of Manchu- 
kuo, as the Japanese called Man- 
churia, and later as chief secre- 
tary of the Tojo Cabinet. Before 
joining the Pearl Harbor Cabinet, 
he was active as president of the 
planning board, an agency charged 
with the economic regimentation 
of Japan. 


KOICHI KIDO, the highest 
ranking peer among the de- 
fendants, was closest adviser to 
Emperor Hirohito. The volum- 
inous court diary he kept for 
years furnished important evi- 
dence at the trial. 

KUNIAKI KOISO succeeded 
Tojo as Premier in July 1944, and 
remained in that office until April 
1945. He was previously governor 
general of Korea. 


JIRO MINAMI was war minis- 
ter at the time of the -Mukden 
‘incident” of Sept. 18, 1931, which 
signalized the Japanese invasion 
of Manchuria and ignited the fuse 
‘for the long chain of Japan's ag- 
gressive acts in Asia. 


TAKAZUMI OKA was in charge 
of the Japanese Navy’s military af- 
fairs bureau at the time of Pearl 
Harbor. In 1942 he joined the 
Koiso Cabinet as navy vice min- 
ister. 

HIROSHI OSHIMA was iwice 
Ambassador to Berlin and previous 
to that military attache. Lt. Gen. 
Oshima was regarded among’ Jap- 
anese as the diplomat in uniform, 
wire-puller and the man most re- 
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atrocities were exaggerated and 
that they took place against his 
orders, 

AKIRA MUTO was chief of the 
powerful military affairs bureau 
in the War Ministry prior to and 
during the Tojo cabinet. Mis- 
treatment of Allied prisoners was 
partly his responsibility. 


KOKI HIROTA became Premier 


in March 1936, and with that 
move, the prosecution charged, 


the Japanese Government itself 
became a willing force in the con- 
spiracy for aggressive war and 
domination of Asia. His appoint- 
ment followed the 1936 rebellion 
of the Japanese army involving

U.S. Official Expects Liv- 

ing Costs to Level Off 
‘After a New General 
Wage Boost. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
Predictions of a fourth—and final 
—round of postwar wage boosts 
came today from an Administra- 
tion official weighing prospects 
for labor peace during the new 
Truman term, 

The policy shaper, who asked 
not to be quoted by name, said he 
expected the pay nicréases to av- 
erage between 7 and 10 cents an 
hour. . 

He qualified his final round 
forecast, however, by pegging it 


to another—that living costs are 
about to level off. 

If they do, he told a reporter, 
future wage talks will shift em- 
phasis from prices to productiv- 
ity. His contention is that only 
by boosting output can workers 
be sure of pushing their earnings 
upward, once their pay has 
caught up with prices, i 

Since the war, wages have gone 
up three times, by roughly 18%, 
15 and 11 cents an hour, with 
some fourth-round increases of 
around 9% cents. These last have 
not yet spread to the basic in- 
— like steel and auto mak- 
ng. 

Labor Law Revision. 

The Administration labor offi- 
cial said preliminary plans being 
drafted for President Truman’s 
study call for a “reasonable com- 
promise” on labor legislation and 
a greatly strengthened Labor De- 
partment. 

As to the Taft-Hartley Act, the 
official listed two provisions as 
the toughest to remove: (a) the 
provision dealing with national 
emergency strikes—such as indus- 
try-paralyzing coal mine shut- 
downs—and (b) the requirement 
that labor leaders disavow Com- 
munist affiliations. 

One idea being considered for 
dealing with national emergency 
disputes is a 60-day cooling off 
period similar to that provided in 
the Railway Labor Act. 

This, however, would be backed 
up with some sort of injunctive 
power to force unions and em- 
ployers to comply with the wait- 
ing period while a _ fact-finding 
board looked into the dispute and 
recommended a solution. 

The board’s recommendations 
would not be binding, but public 
opinion could be expected to sup- 
port a settlement on that basis. 

The fact-finding boards provided 
for under the Taft-Hartley Act 
submit their reports—minus any 
settlement proposals—before the 
injunction, or court order, can be 
issued. 

Suggested Compromise. 

The official did not say what, if 

any, solution had been worked out

STRIKE TO TIE UP 


PARIS AFTER RIOTS 


Two Red "Wiest Sup-. 
pressed by Police for 
Account of Fighting in 
Champ Elysees. 


PARIS, Nov. 12 (UP)—-Commu- 
nist leaders called on France’s 
20,000,000 workers tonight to unite 
against the Government and or- 
dered a 24-hour general strike in 
Paris for tomorrow. 

The Communist action followed 
the arrest of two Communist depu- 
ties yesterday during a four-hour 
fight between police and Commu- 
nist-led demonstrators near the 
Unknown Soldier’s tomb. 

Ninety-five policemen were in- 
jured in the battle of iron bars, 
paving stones and gunfire. One 
demonstrator was reported wound- 
ed by a police bullet and about 20 
others also were injured. 

A Communist manifesto accused 
the Government of using fascist 
methods and “terrorizing and or- 
ganizing pogroms against Com- 
munists. 

Communist newspapers carrying 
reports of yesterday’s battle were 
seized and their circulation for- 
bidden on the ground that their 
accounts were inflammatory. 

One of the seized newspapers, 
Ce Soir, headlined its report: 
“Police fire on crowds going to 
Etoile to commemorate Armistice 
anniversary. Several wounded seri- 
ously (by bullets). Bursts of sub- 
machine guns.” 

Copies of the Communist morn- 
ing newspaper L'’Humanite also 
were seized. 

New Edition Issued. 

L’Humanite later put out a 
fresh edition which eliminated a 
picture of the wartime Nazi occu- 
pation commander, which it had 
carried as a jibe at the Interior 
Minjstry. It substituted a picture 
of a person wounded by a police 
bullet yesterday, It was captioned 
“Can you deny this photo, Jules 
Moch?” Moch is the Interior 
Minister. 

Police Prefect Roger Leonard 
confirmed that police had used 
firearms, but said this would not 
have been necessary if “certain 
groups had not disobeyed rules of 
which they were well aware.” 

The trouble flared sporadically 
for more than four hours at bar- 
ricades across the Champs Elysees, 
the broad thoroughfare between 
the Arc de Triomphe and the 
Place de la Concorde. 

Some 2000 Communist veterans 
were involved. They tried to pa- 
rade past police barricades on the 
Champs Elysees after the official 
parties had left the Armistice 
ceremony at the Arc de Triomphe. 

When police and mobile guards 
tried to stop the parade of the 
veterans pouring out of side 
streets, the fighting broke out, 
Late in the afternoon the demon- 
strators piled street grills and 
beams across the avenue. Each 
time police advanced, they were 
met by a hail of paving stones 
ripped from the street. 

Compromise Worked Out. 

Finally police and municipal] au- 
| thorities worked out a deal with 
the demonstrators, the violence 
ended, and a peaceful parade was 
carried out.

DEATHS IN HOTEL BATHTUB 
CALLED MURDER, SUICIDE 


CHICAGO, “Nov. 12 (AP) — A 
verdict of murder and suicide 
from sleeping tablets and drown- 
ing was returned today by a 
coroner’s jury investigating the 
deaths of George Reading, 40 
years old, Detroit precision ma- 
chinery salesman, and Mrs. Jes- 
sie Beck, 31, of Chicago. Their 
bodies were found Oct. 21 in the 
overflowing bathtub in Reading’s 
room in the Croyden Hotel. 

The jurors held that Mrs. Beck 
died from drowning while under 
the influence of barbituate poison- 
ing “administered by George 
Reading.” Reading, the jurors 
added, died of poison taken with 
suicidal intent.

Members of Tribunal. 

The American member of the 
international tribunal was Maj. 
Gen. Myron C. Cramer. 

Cramer served during the war 
years as judge advocate general of 
the United States Army, and was 
recalled from retirement on July 
10, 1946, to sit on thé war crimes 
court. Now 67, he was graduated 
from Harvard University law 
school in 1907, practiced law in 
New York and Tacoma, Wash., and 
joined the Regular Army in 1920 
after serving in World War I. 

The other members of the tri- 
bunal, in addition to Cramer and 
Webb, were Edward Stuart Mc- 
Dougall, Canada; Mei Ju-ao, 
China; Henri Bernard, France; 
Radha Binod Pal, India; Lord 
Patrick, United Kingdom; B. V. 
A. Roling, The Netherlands; Erima 
Harvey Northcroft, New Zealand; 
Delfin Jaranilla, Philippines; Ma). 
Gen. Ivan Micheyevich Zaryanov, 
Russia. . 

The chief counsel conducting 
the prosecution was Joseph B. 
Keenan, formerly head of the 
criminal division of the United 
States Department of Justice. 
Keenan was born in Pawtucket, 
R. I., and has private law prac- 
tices in Washington, D. C., and 
Cleveland. 

Several Separate Opinions. 

The guilty verdicts and the sen- 
tences against each man repre- 
sented the majority opinion of the 
tribunal. But several sepayate 
opinions, while not read, were 
filed. ; 

The presiding justice, Australia's 
Webb, in an opinion placed on 
record a charge that Emperor 
Hirohito was “the leader in the 
crime” of Japanese aggression and 
war-making. He noted that Hiro- 
hito was available for trial but 
“had been granted immunity.” 

The Indian justice of the court 
dissented entirely. In a 240,000- 
word opinion, he said all the de- 
fendants should have been ac- 
quitted and pleaded that the world 
needs “generous magnanimity and 
understanding charity.” He said 
Japan did not seem in the main 
to have been more aggressive than 
other nations. 

The Philippines justice in con- 
curring in the court’s opinion said 
he differed with some of the sen- 
tences and felt they were too light. 

The French justice criticized the 
tribunal majority for convicting 
Japanese leaders for a@ts not spe- 
cifically prohibited in interna- 
tional law. | 


Bernard also deplored the al- 
leged fact that the tribunal had 
not sat as a complete body dur- 
ing the verdict deliberations. The 
opinion did not criticize the sen- 
tences meted out by the group. 

Gen. MacArthur requested mem- 
bers of the Allied Council for Ja- 
pan and the heads of Tokyo mis- 
gions of all Allied governments 
on the tribunal to advise and con- 
sult with him in regard to the 
sentences on Nov. 22. 

The 25 Japanese were ali con- 
victed of varied roles in Japan’s 
14 years’ aggressive warfare. 

Tojo Singled Out. 

The court said that Tojo bore 
“major responsibility’ for Japan’s 
criminal attacks on its neighbors. 

Tojo was convicted of seven 
counts including the main charge 
of conspiracy and separate counts 
for aggressive war on the United 
States and its allies and atrocities 
against all of the Allied nations. 

Seven were acquitted of charges 
to wage a war of aggression

against all Allied nations. 

Col. A. S. Kenworthy, the de- 
fendants’ guard th out the 
said “not a one of them 
made any comment as he went 
back to joint the others in the. 
‘cell behind the dock.” 

The court had been.in contin- 
uous session since April 4, 1946, 
except for several brief delays and 
a vacation. The judges had heard 
11,000,000 words of testimony and 
argument when they adjourned cn 
May 17 this year to prepare their 
opinions. 

The defendants as a group were 
in the courtroom as Webb co.n- 
pleted reading of the lengthy ver- 
dict, a task which took him five 
full days. 

At conclusion of the verdict, the 
defendants were taken from the 
courtroom, then returned one by 
one to hear their fate pronounced. 

A Million Atrocity Deaths. 

The final portion of the verdict 
fixed on Tojo and his comrades 
the responsibility for an estimated 
1,000,000 atrocity deaths — yet 
named only one of these individu- 
ally. This was the late R. Adm. 
Isaac C. Kidd, who was killed 
aboard the United States battle- 
ship Arizona when the first bombs 
fell on Pearl Harbor Dec. 7, 1941. 
The Arizona still lies on the har- 
bor bottom. 

The monumental accumulation 
of evidence of the Japanese atroci- 
ties was so shocking that many 
American spectators quietly left 
the room midway in its presenta- 
tion. 

The defendants became grim. 
Even former Gen. Itagaki, who 
has worn a sardonic grin through- 
out the trial, was stony-faced. 

The tribunal listed cases involv- 
ing deaths of 302,000 persons by 
brutality and neglect. It men- 
tioned more than 150 other places 
where atrocities occurred without 
giving the number of dead. 

Unofficial estimates based on 
testimony during the trial placed 
the total atrocity deaths at 1,000,- 


the Burma-Siam railway for their 
captors, 
All this while, the court noted, 
Japanese diplomats were replying 
to Western protests, blandly insist- 
ing they were treating captives 
better than anticipated by the va- 
rious international conventions. 

The court found no mitigating 
circumstances. In effect it con- 
demned every high-ranking Japa- 
nese Government.and military of- 
ficial from 1931 to the end of the 
war. 

Cleared on Only One Point. 

Tojo and the other Japanese 
war lords were definitely ac- 
quitted on only one of the 55 
counts against them although 
some of the counts were dropped 
from consideration as not vital to 
the case—and it was an Iowa at- 
torney who won that point for 
them. 


Owen Cunningham of Des 
Moines was the defense mainstay 
in presenting evidence which won 
the “not guilty” verdict on the 
charge of having conspired with 
Adolf Hitler and Benito Mussolini 
“for the domination of the whole 
world.” 


Barred from taking any part in 
further proceedings—even from 
sitting in the courtroom — Cun- 
ningham heard the verdicts and 
sentences in the press room just 
outside the tribunal through ear- 
phones hooked to the court's 
translation system. 

The court order barring him 
was provoked by statements Cun- 
ningham made in a speech in 
Seattle, Wash., before a conven- 
tion’of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation. He asserted the Tokyo 
trial was not conducted fairly. 

He has asked the tribunal for- 
mally for an open hearing on the 
contempt rtling against him, but 
has been ignored. He was the at- 
torney for Ger. Oshima, who was 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 


SWITCH TO BUSSES 
ON 7 STREETCAR 
LINES AUTHORIZED

Bus substitution would reduce 
the frequency and severity of traf- 
fic and transportation hazards, it 
| was held. 

The commission pointed out St. 
Louis county and affected munici- 
palities would lose revenues here- 
tofore derived from taxation of 
streetcar tracks to be abandoned, 
unless some compensating tax 
provided; and, except where other 
provisions are made “will be bur- 
dened with the duty and all cost 
of rehabilitating the streets from 
which the car tracks are re- 
moved.” Dal 

The observation concerning rev- 
enue losses, and costs of rehabili- 
tating streets, obviously left open 
to the county and municipalities 
the conditions they may impose in 
granting permits to the company 
for use of streets and highways 
for busses. 

Difference Over Route Changes. 

Chairman Osburn and Commis- 
sioner Henson, in their dissent as 
to the Clayton, Kirkwood and 
Creve Coeur car line abandon- 
ments, did not differ with the ma- 
jority on the general principles of 
the order, but took the position 
proposed route changes for busses 
to be substituted for these three 
— were not in the public inter- 
est. 

“We cannot agree with the ma- 
jority of the commission that it- is 
in the public interest that appli- 
cant be permitted to abandon its 
streetcar service over the Clayton, 
Kirkwood and Creve Coeur lines 
and substitute motor bus Service,” 
Osburn and Henson said. “Service 
(bus) over the designated routes 
will not adequately serve the ex- 
isting needs now satisfied by 
streetcar service. ‘ 

“These substituted motor bus 
routes deviate so greatly from the 
streetcar routes intended to be 
abandoned as to refute any con- 


000 as a direct result of Japan’s 
aggressions from 1931 to 1945. 
Tribunal’s Conclusion. 


“Only one conclusion is possible,” 
the judgment stated. “The atroci- 
ties were either secretly ordered or 
wilfully permitted by the Japanese 
Government or individual members 
thereof and by the leaders of the 
armed forces.” 


The tribunal found “from the 
beginning to the end, the cus- 
tomary and conventional rules of 
war, designed to prevent inhuman- 
ity, were flagrantly disregarded” 
by the Japanese. 


It found the atrocities coincided 
With Japanese policy to humble 
Occidental prisoners or to break 
their spirits. 


It found that Japanese had prac- 
ticed cannibalism even when they 
had plenty of food. 


It found extermination of ship 
crews and the studied brutality of 
the military police were parts of a 
general plan. 


In 136 pages the tribunal con- 
densed the slaughter of hundreds 
of thousands and the heartaches 
and fears of millions who fell un- 
der Japanese rule. 

Each page covered hundreds of 
nameless individuals. Massacres 
were so frequent they could’ be 
mentioned only by place names, 
not by the names of individual vic- 
tims. 

Calculated tortures were detailed 
with no estimate of the thousands 
who suffered them. 


Comparison to Nazis. 


Despite the horrors of Nazi 
brutality, the court declared of 
235,473 American and British pris- 
oners taken by the Germans and 
Italians, 9348, or 4 per cent, died 
in captivity. 

By contrast, it said, “in the Pa- 
cific theater, 132,134 prisoners 
were taken by the Japanese from 
the United States and United 
Kingdom forces alone, of whom 
35,756, or 27 per cent, died in cap- 
tivity.” 

Names in history dotted the 
court’s compact pages: Bataan, 
Hong Kong, the Burma-Siam rail- 
way, the rape of Nanking, the 
Bridge House at Shanghai, and 
Manila during the battle of lib- 
eration. 


The tribunal said evidence shows 
“no less than 27,500 Americans and 
Filipinos died” at Camp O’Don- 
nell on Luzon between April and 
December 1942; and: 

That there were at least 20,000 
cases of rape in the fall of Nan- 
king. 

That 16,000 British prisoners 


died in 18 months while building

“Tt is no answer to say he might 
have been assassinated. That 
risk is taken by all rulers who 
must still do their duty. No ruler 
can commit the crime of launching 
aggressive war and then validly 
claim to be excused for so doing 
because his life would otherwise 
have been in danger.” ' 

Webb also rejected the Japanese 
contention that the Emperor was 
obliged to respect opinions given 
him by his advisers.

He Says Result Was Victory 

for ‘Liberal Republicans’ — | 
Criticizes Midwest Leaders. 


‘NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (AP) — 


Philip Willkie, son of the late Wen- 
dell Willkie, says today in a let- 
ter to the New York Herald Trib- 
une that the election was a victory. 
for “liberal Republicans.” 

He terms the result a “vindica- 
tion” of the principles of his’ 
father, Republican presidential 
candidate in 1940. 

Young Willkie, who was elected 


to the Indiana legislature on the 
Republican ticket, writes: 

“If the Repubilcan party is going 
to regain the Presidency its lead- 
ers must convince the American 
people that it is interested in op- 
portunities not only for business 
men, but also for laboring men, 
farmers and members of minority 
groups. 

“If it does not do this, I do 
not think it will win the Presi- 
dency in our time. I think it will 
continue to lose as it has five 
times in succession.” 

Willkie says workers in his dis- 
trict “feel that the Democratic 
party is the poor man’s party.” 

“In their minds, the Republican 
party is a rich man’s club.” 

He says the Republicans “can 
either accept the fact that the 
American people like the social 
and economic program of recent 
years” or “can operate on the 
theory that this program restricts 
the freedom of our citizens and 
sooner or later they will repeal 
_” 

“I don’t think they are going to 
repeal it,” he adds. 

Willkie cites Republican vic- 
tories in the East, where the party 
“has largely been under the lead- 
ership of men of liberal persua- 
sion” and defeats in the Middle 
West under the leadership of the 
party’s “orthodox wing.” 

“I have for a long time thought 
that the leaders of the Republi- 
can party in the Midwest have 
overestimated the conservatism of 
the people there,” he says. “I 
think this election has proved that 
they did. . 

“My father thought, especially 
after the 1940 campaign, that Re- 
publicans could not win the Presi- 
dency unless they advocated a 
positive program of progressive 
action and humane government. I 
think that the outcome of this elec- 
tion has been a vindication of his 
thinking.”

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More and More Nazis Returning 
To Positions of Power in Reich, 
Some Pensioned, Report Shows 


Laws Against Them 


Democratic Sheep’ 


Called ‘Nazi Wolf in 
s Clothing’ — Those 


Germans Who Acted as Prosecutors Find 
It Difficult to Get Employment.

FRANKFURT, Germany. 


EN, JEDICKE of: the S8.S. was a judge of the notorious Nazi 
“People’s Court” in Be:lin. When the collapse came in 1945, he 
fled to Wiesbaden and surrendered to the American forces. He 


was arrested and interned. When he came up for “de-Nazification” 


nobody in this area, remote from 


the stage of the general’s former 


performance, knew much about him. 


Gen, Jedicke came out of the de- 
Nazification wash with a fine of 
marks. At the time that 
wasn’t very much—about five car- 
tons of cigarettes. But Gen. 
Jedicke suffered a grave injustice. 
He had formerly been a German 
public servant in high position and 
was entitled to a pension, The re- 
sponsible German authorities of 
Greater Hesse, following the dic- 
tate of democratic justice, there- 
fore decided that Gen. Jedicke, 
having duly paid his 5000 marks, 
was to be granted 27,000 marks to 
cover pension lost while awaiting 
trial, In addition, the de-Nazified 
S.S. general will collect his 
monthly pension of 1260 marks, 
according to reliable sources. 

It is true that a protest was 
sent to the German government 
of Greater Hesse by some of this 
state’s anti-Nazi elements. Dr. 
Hilpert, Minister of Economics, 
and himself a former Buchenwald 
inmate, promised to take up the 
matter with his colleagues. But 
after some consultation Dr. Hil- 
pert is reported to have said sadly 
that he could not stop the law. 

The law still is—and promises 
to become increasingly—a Nazi 
wolf in democratiz sheep’s cloth- 
ing. An anti-Nazi German said 
with a hopeless shrug: “Even 
where the top positions have been 
cleaned out, the officials with 
whom we must deal are still the 
old faces. And more and more of 
them are coming back.” 

An’ American Military Govern- 
ment official confirmed this view. 
“We know that the Germans even 
kept the old positions open for the 
de-Nazified personnel to come 
back. Sure, we still have a the- 
oretical right to veto appoint- 
ments, but except in the most fla- 
grant cases we haven’t used it.” 


Figures Are Cited. 


According to an official report, 


published in the American zone’s 
Weekend Magazine, one of every 
two top civil servants in Hesse is 
a former Nazi. In Bavaria, 60 per 
cent of the judges and 76 per cent 
of the prosecutors have been tried 
by de-Nazification courts. 


‘In Wuerttemberg-Baden,” 
Weekend charges, “a former Nazi 
campaigned for mayor on an anti- 
Semitic,, Nazi-like platform and 
beat his half-Jewish opponent by 
three to one. Another won an 
election while he was still held in 
an internment camp as a major 
offender.” 

While de-Nazification itself has 
been a farce since it was handed 
over to the Germans, those who 
acted as prosecutors are finding it 
impossible to get other employ- 
ment. A university professor who 
one year ago had been actively 
weeding Nazis out of his faculty 
this year takes an entirely differ- 
ent attitude. “As long as they are 
good men,” he told me last week, 
“T am all in favor of taking them 
back.” 

The other day an American offi- 
cial put on German clothes and 
sat at a table in a Nuremberg 
cafe. When closing time came and 
most people left, the American re- 
mained behind the locked doors 
of the place with a small group of 
apparently “regular customers.” 
After a few more drinks, the 
crowd broke in the Nazi Horst 
Wessel hymn, followed by “We’re 
Marching Against England.” 

But the privacy of locked doors 
is no longer necessary for the ex- 
pression of Nazi resurgence. A 
group of young Germans marched 
past my Frankfurt window as well 
as past the stations of both Amer- 
ican military and German police. 
They sang the Hitlerite hymn with 
raucous, well-trained voices. 

How De-Nazification Works. 

Through official American 
sources I have secured an exact 
copy of a recent de-Nazification 
sentence. The accused had been 
a member of the party since 1923, 


owner of the coveted golden party 
emblem, local propaganda chief 
from 1925 until 1945, and storm 
trooper since 1931. In addition, 
he had been deputy mayor of 
Moosburg. 

In the “sentence” the following 
facts are listed as mitigating: 
since there had always been suf- 
ficient Nazi-sympathizers in the 
town, it was not really necessary 
for him to carry out his propa- 
ganda mission openly; he per- 
mitted Catholic nuns to continue 
teaching in schools; he invited 
“Christian and Jewish” merchants 
to the town markets and has been 
seen playing cards with the latter; 
he was not a militarist. 

In conclusion the document pro- 
claims: “The accused proved dur- 
ing his 16 months in interment 
camp that he is ready, without 
any doubt, to assume his duties 
as a citizen in a peaceful, demo- 
cratic nation.” But “in spite of 
financial damages already suffered 
by reason of internment,” a fine 
of 2000 marks had to be asked. 

As it becomes increasingly ap- 
parent that the ex-Nazis and na- 
tionalists are returning to political 
and economic power, the so-called 
“non-political” Germans are be- 
ginning to guess who is going to 
butter their bread. The editor of 
the Munich trade union news- 
paper Gewerkschaftszeitung esti- 
mated that “floating vote” at about 
35 per cent of the _ electorate. 
Added to the Nazi and nationalist 
vote, that element will suffice to 
swing Germany back to the fatal 
starting point. 

With controls of the press re- 
cently removed, German editors— 
installed as non-Nazis by Military 
Government in 1945—look anxious- 
ly to attempts of former Nazi 
owners to recapture control 
through legal or obkstructionist 
methods, The rising tide of na- 
tionalism is beginning to be 
preached openly in some publica- 
tions. One-American-zone weekly 
has been offering the same kind 
of chauvinistic, semi-sentimental 
falsifications of history which Ger- 
man children have been fed in 
schools since 1860. 

The issue of Sept. 25 carried a 
banner headline: “The Tragedy of 
Erwin Rommel.” In a four-page 
illustrated article, recent history 
was perverted to the theory that 
the Nazi general really was the 
victim of Hitler, whom he se- 
cretly hated. 

The same publication discussed 
the new state of Israel as the “dic- 
tatorship” of Prime Minister David 
Ben-Gurion; had a violent attack 
on the late Persident Eduard 
Benes of Czechoslovakia as an 
“apostle of European chaos;” and 
a blunt defense of the paper’s na- 
tionalism. 

Still Another Case. 

The spectacular case of [Ilse 
Koch served to awaken the Ameri- 
can conscience. But although less 
sensational, the case of the brgth- 
ers Kordt may be far more typical 
and therefore more serious, Both 
had been members of the German 
Boreign Office, heavily. incrimi- 
nated according to testimony of- 
fered by Lord Vansittart of 
Britain and other witnesses. But 
one is now an important member 
of the Bavarian Chancellery; the 
other is a delegate to the consti- 
tutional assembly at Bonn. He is 
helping to build the “new” Ger- 
many. 

In Hamburg, a woman has just 
lost a suit against former Gestapo 
agents who had arrested her dur- 
ing the war for listening to for- 
eign broadcasts. The court de- 
cided that “she had not been too 
badly treated.” In fact, the Ger- 
man postwar verdict ran, she had 
been guilty of violating a law 
which the Gestapo was duty- 
bound to enforce. The woman 
was fined 600 marks. 


Thus—in the year 1948—a Ger- 
man court has upheld the legality 
of Gestapo persecution. 


HEAVY RAW COTTON PURCHASES 
APPROVED FOR EUROPE AID 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
Heavy purchases,of raw cotton, to 
total $87,970,000 in the next few. 
months, were approved for Mar- 
shall plan delivery Wednesday, 
The Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration said the authoriza- 
tions include $59,000,000 worth of 
American cotton for France alone. 
This is the biggest single purchase 
approval made by ECA in its seven 
months of operation. 

The , French purchases. are 
scheduled for delivery before the 
year-end. Other cotton shipments 
listed for the first quarter of 1949 
are: $10,000,000 for The Nether-. 
lands, $2,700,000 for Austria, $670,- 
000 for Denmark, $15,090,000 for 
China,’ $440,000 for French North 
Africa, and $70,000 for Ireland. 
The raw cotton shipments made 
up more than half the day’s total 
of recovery grants, $143,259,254. 
This helped swell the total foreign 
assistance to date to $2,909,501,174.

Revising Views 
Under Truman 


Seek Way to Get 
Back Into Stream 


of Events—Can’t 
Sulk Over Loss.

._ WASHINGTON, Nov. 12. 

MONG those caught short by 
A Truman’s victory was  busi- 

ness. Although the Democrat- 
ic Finance Committee gave it 
ample opportunity for hedging, 
business on the whole gave its all 
to Thomas E, Dewey and, jettison- 
ing normal prudence, made no 
friends at the new court. 

Some felt it safe to be impolite 

as was Clinton Hester, spokesman 
for the beer indystry which was 
legalized in a Democratic admin- 
istration. Others ducked more 
gracefully or cut their contribu- 
tions to bare perceptible mini-: 
mums, 


The President is in a forgiving 
mood and says he wants turkey 
for all, crow for none. But this 
does not solve for™business the 
problem of how it is going to get 
back into the main stream of de- 
velopments in the next four years. 
The political and economic tides 
are so intertwined, it hardly dares 
sit’ on the shore and sulk, 

Informal Meetings on Issues, 

. Informal conferences among re- 
sponsible business spokesmen are 
already under way in Washington 
looking to this question. 

Bigger and better lobbying can 
hardly be consfdered the answer, 
as the chastened Eightieth Con- 
gress can testify. Republicans can 
well blame a part of their trou- 


bles on important segments of|, 


business which unleashed upon it 
a swarm of highly paid lobbyists, 
who did their part to make it a 
target for the President’s ripest 
tomatoes. 

It is being suggested in some 
friendly quarters that business 
should yield with good grace on 
the social questions, such as edu- 
cation, housing, social security, 
medical aid. These are fields in 
which, it so happens, that stout 
conservative, Senator Robert A. 
Taft, long since tried to take a 
lead with moderate programs 
which the Eightieth Congress re- 
jected. 

Then, it is argued, business 
could claim to be heard with more 
authority on fiscal policy and 
economic affairs. 

Problems in Social Field. 

What business is up against in 
the social field is clear from con- 
ferences going forward here now 
by an advisory committee on social 
security, minimum wages, and Tre- 
lated problems.

Vandenberg Wars Russia, Raises 


|Hopes for Republican Backing: of 


Plan to Arm Western Europe 


Senator Tells Reserve Officers’ Association

In a declaration aimed pointed- 
ly at Moscow, Senator Vanden- 
berg of Michigan put his fellow 
congressional Republicans on rec- 
ord—as nearly as any one Man 
can—in favor of helping Western 
Europe to defend itself. 

Vandenberg, who steps down in 
January. as chairman of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, 
told the Reserve Officers’ Associ- 


ation in Philadelphia last night: 

“While never neglecting prudent 
conservation of our own re- 
sources, we shall aid other friend- 
ly, independent nations to stand 
on their own feet in defense of 
their own freedom. Western civ- 
ilization shall survive.” 

Vandenberg put this warning to 
Moscow on top of another asser- 
tion: That it would be a danger- 
ous miscalculation for the Krem- 
lin to believe that President Tru- 
man’s election means any soften- 
ing in American opposition to 
further Russian expansion. 

‘Goes Beyond Senate Pledge. 

While he did not specifically 
promise support of any military 
aid plan, Vandenberg’s statement 
seemed to represent a step beyond 
the point he was willing—or able 
—to reach in his United Nations 
resolution which the Republican- 
controlled Senate adopted last 
June, 

That resolution pledged only: 

“Progressive development of re- 
gional and other collective ar- 
rangements for individualLand col- 
lective self-defense in accordance 
with the purposes, principles and 
provisions of the (United Nations) 
Charter. 

“Association of the United 
States, by constitutional process, 
with such , . . arrangements as 
are based on continuous and ef- 
fective self-help and mutual aid, 
and as affect its national security.” 

Tentative Steps Taken. 

It was under that rather vague 
mandate that the Truman admin- 
istration began talks with western 
European nations about their arms 
needs. These talks are about to be 
stepped up—perhaps with 12 in- 
stead of the original seven nations 
taking part. 

The administration felt its way 
slowly. First it waited for the elec- 
tions. Since then there have been 
indications it was waiting for re-

To them Vandenberg apparently 
again has become the top G.O.P. 
spokesman on foreign policy—a 
role he naturally yielded during 
the campaign to Gov, Thomas E. 
Dewey, the party’s presidential 
nominee, 

Democrats also believe that 
since the election Vandenberg is 
going to have less Republican op- 
position in the Senate to adminis- 
tration proposals he backs. 

To support this,. they point out 
that six Republican Senators who 
voted against the European Re- 
covery Plan last March will be 
replaced by Democrats in Jgnuary. 

They argue this result may have 
some effect on six other Repub- 
licans who voted against the plan 
but didn’t have to run this year. 

In the House, some of the chief 
Republican ctitics of foreign policy 
bit the election dust. The Demc- 
crats think others who returned 
may be more co-operative than in 
the past. 

Warning to the Kremlin, 


In his Philadelphia speech Van- 
denberg tallied the election re- 
sults as 47 to 1 in favor of the 
existing bipartisan foreign policy. 

Vandenberg said the American 
people had spoken Nov. 2 in favor 
of the policy “in thunders which 
should penetrate even the iron 
curtain.”

- tucky were down to 2.9 per cent and that it was 


entitled to a $2,500,000 increase, the third in less 
than two years. : 

Evidently the Kentucky Public Service Com- 
mission took a microscope to these claims. 

It found that the company wasn’t reporting all 
its income, justifying all its expenses, or admit- 
ting all its profits. 

It found that the company was using a short 
and unrepresentative period of less than a year 
in support of its.application, without taking into 
account the sure prospect of increased income 
in the immediate future. 

It found that the company was milking its 
Kentucky business for the benefit of its inter- 
state business, that it wanted to earn a profit on 
half again as much money as it had invested, and 


that instead of needing more revenue for the: 


sake of its credit it enjoyed a highly preferen- 
tial credit position. 

Under the microscope, the commission ascer- 
tained that the company was earning nearly 
twice as much as it had contended ‘it was 
earning. 

In Missouri, the Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co. contends in the case now pending that its 
earnings had dropped from 5.09 per cent in 1946 
to around 4 per cent in the periods of eight and 
10 months which it exhibited as specimens. This 
minimum figure is a third as much again as the 
phone company’s admitted profits in Kentucky. 
Allowing for the difference between admitted 
and actual profits—which the commission at 
Frankfort found to be about 100 per cent—the 
Missouri earnings are probably more than the 
percentage which Kentucky has just adjudged 
ample. 

Justice Stone in 1935 gave support to the 
judgment that a return of 414 per cent on tele- 
phone investment was not out of line in a time 
of cheap money. 

Many of the types of padded expenses and 
concealed profits which Kentucky disclosed and 
took into consideration have parallels.in the ease 
which the Missouri Public Service Commission 
is expected to decide within the next few weeks. 
Among them are an exaggerated figure for total 
investment, unjustifiably large payments to the 
parent company, American Telephone and Tele- 
graph, for “services and licenses,” and the use 
of a short, abnormal period instead of a long and 
typical period as the basis for the case. 

._ On this last point the Kentucky commission 
laid down a sensible principle. Any fair rate 
schedule, it said, will produce revenues that vary 
from too much one year to too little the next, 
but these variations. tend to strike an average 
over a period of years. It pointed out that in 
the last quarter-century A.T.&T.’s earnings 
have ranged from 3.82 per cent, which was too 
low, to 11.26 per cent, which was too high, and 
have averaged 7.79 per cent. 

“Over a period of years,” the commission’s re- 
port continued, “these fluctuations tend to offset 
and equalize each other, thereby minimizing any 
resulting injustices to the utility or to the pub- 
lic. Because a utility earns much or little, there- 
fore, during a period of a few months... is no 
reason why its rates should be altered unless

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- Superior to the Supreme Court? 
_ Although the United States Supreme Court 
ruled early last spring that Tony Marino had 
been illegally imprisoned in the Illinois peniten- 
tiary for 23 years, the Winnebago county au- 
thorities still are resisting his release. 

Now State’s Attorney Max Weston has re- 
ceived permission of the Illinois Supreme Court 
to enter the case as a friend of the court. So 


next week he will argue against Marino’s plea’ 


for freedom on a writ of mandamus. He is do- 


ing so, he said, because Attorney General | 


Barrett has refused to recommend Marino’s con- 
tinued incareeration. ‘ 

This is one case in which we believe the At- 
torney General is absolutely right. He is mind- 
ful of the Supreme Court’s finding that Marino 


was denied his right to counsel, while the Win- 


nebago county prosecutor is resisting this ruling. 
It will be recalled that Judge William R. Dusher 
of the Winnebago county circuit court took a 
similar attitude last April in denying, Marino’s 
requests both for a habeas corpus and a change 
of venue. Marino appealed to the state’s high 
court. | 

Judge Dusher then insisted that he was 
obliged only to hold a hearing on the circum- 
stances of Marino’s conviction. He did so, and 
concluded that Marino had the benefit of counsel 
two decades ago. Therefore he sent him back 
to the penitentiary. Yet in the proceedings be- 
fore the Supreme Court, the Attorney General 
has confessed the facts to be to the contrary. At 
that time, all nine judges of that tribunal said: 


In the light of the confession of error and 
the undisputed facts, we conclude that peti- 
tioner (Marino) was denied the due process 
of law which the Fourteenth Amendment 
requires. 


How much longer will the State’s Attorney 
of Winnebago county resist the Supreme Court? 
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A Compendium of Ignorance 

Compilation of an “atlas of ignorance” is rec- 
ommended by S. Whitmore Boggs, internation- 
ally known map editor, authority on interna- 
tional boundaries, and special adviser on 
geography to the State Department. Laying his 
proposal before the American Philosophical So- 
ciety, he suggested world maps covering each 
field of knowledge and revealing areas in which 
total knowledge on any one subject is deficient.

The eminent cartographer’s idea is certainly a 
novel. one. Perhaps it is even a most worthy one, 
as well, It might be most chastening to look in 


such a book and find some pale mauves. and — 


robin’s egg blues indicating that the density of 
ignorance in the United States is far heavier 
than it is in Sweden on more than one subject. 
But how to compile such a book in two years? 
Compilation of all the abysmal ignorance in the 
world would take thousands of men working day 
and night for a bit more than two years and 


there is good reason to believe that the excess ® when completed the volume should make any 


or the deficiency in earnings will continue into 
the future.

The Kentucky commission deserves congratu- 
lations for the fine job it has done. It is a pain- 
staking piece of work, and the conclusions are 
buttressed with detailed facts that should be 
persuasive to any unbiased mind.

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A Fitting End for a Warship 

Talk to old sailors and they’ll tell you a ship 
has a soul.

She 
went down in a blaze of glory. She’ll live long 
in the memory of the men who served aboard 
her.

Surveying the waste of natural resources, writer says “we're on a 
bender that is skating us straight toward the poorhouse”; urges 
adults to study and organize for conservation; also to bring pres- 
sure on the schools to begin teaching elementary facts of survival.

Unless all of us decide to do something 
to stop the destruction of our resources, 
we're licked. We've got a big job to do, 
and mighty little’ time in which to do it. 


It’s not only a question of the welfare of 
our children, It’s a question of our own 
welfare—and within very few years, I’ve 
recently come back from almost 4000 miles 
of travel in the Mid- 
dle West and Rocky 
Mountain states, and 
when I add up what 
I’ve seen—it makes 
me feel pretty sick. 

Altogether, I must 
have seen thousands 
of miles of corn— 
rows planted straight 
up and down the hill- 
sides — as though 
Hugh Bennett had 
never been heard of. William Vogt 
I’ve seen thousands of acres of the sort 
of land the technicians—and the land- 
owners—know very well should be left in 
grass and timber. Now these vast areas 
have been plowed, and we’re waiting only 
for a dry year or two to have another 
Dust Bowl. 


Why? Because corn and wheat prices 
have been high, and a good many land- 
owners will sell their Mother Earth every 
time for a few thousand dollars, And 
when they get into trouble, as they did a 
dozen years ago, with that Dust Bow! that 
cost the Government (which is to say, you 
and me) millions upon millions of dollars, 
these exploiters of the land will come whin- 
ing to us again for help. 


Half, Two-Thirds Wasted 


I have seen thousands upon: thousands 
of acres of range land, with the guts torn 
out of it by overgrazing. It’s not produc- 
ing a half, or a third, of what it could if it 
were being managed by informed, re- 
sponsible sheep and cattle men or by Gov- 
ernment scientists free from political in- 
terference—and it’s probably not capturing 
a fifth of the water it could, if it were in 
good shape. 

Meanwhile, down the slopes, millions of 
dollars—your dollars and mine, that might 
be used to build schools, pay decent wages 
to teachers; improve our hospitals, provide 
some security for our old age—are being 
spent on.boondoggle dams to catch water 
and topsoil that ought to be held in place 
by the grasses and forests, | 


We're cutting our forests 50 per cent 
faster than we're growing them, and in 
only 10: recent years we cut one seventh 
of our remaining timber, Every year 
we produce under present conditions of 
land abuse, we take a pound of the flesh 
of our American land. The successes we 
boast. of are relatively unimportant, in 
comparison with our mountirig losses. 

We may, still be the richest nation on 
earth, but we’re on a bender that is skat- 
ing us straight towaffl the poorhouse, and 
no one is going to stop us unless we do it 

The things wé as individuals can do for 
conservation are almost unlimited. One of 
our most important obligations is to stop 
waste, of all kinds—food, water, paper, 
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garbage, lawn cuttings and dead leaves, 
gasoline, etc, I dare say that a return to 
the frugality of our ancestors could alone 
pay for at least a quarter of the Marshall 
plan. 


Some Things to Read 


If we are going to take intelligent action 
-—and it’s got to be a lot more intelligent 
than it has been in the past—we’ve got to 
understand conservation conditions in our 
country. Get the excellent bulletins of the 
Soil Conservation Service, National Park 
Service, the United States Forest Service, 
and that great book on the care and feed- 
ing of the Western range, Senate Docu- 
ment 199. Read Mr. @sborn’s book, “Our, 
Plundered Planet,” look up Mr, De Voto’s 
hair-raising articles in Harper’s Magazine. 
Get my book from the library, and get ac- 
quainted with some of the books in my 
reading list—especially “The Missouri Val- 
ley,” by Rufus Terral, and that brilliant 
pamphlet by Walter Cottam, of the Uni- 
versity of Utah, called “Is Utah Sahara- 
bound?” 


Maybe you, individually,.are not much 
of a reader, but I don’t know how you're 
going to get this information any other 
way—especially since’‘our schools have so 
miserably failed in teaching us how to 
live with our environment. If there were 
one tenth as many—and as good—books on 
how to live with the earth as there are so- 
called marriage manuals, we conservation- 
ists would have a lot easier time. 


It shouldn’t be necessary to suggest to 
farmers that they get in touch with their 
local soil conservationists; but, unfortu- 
nately, there are millions of farmers who 
still do not look for help—scientific help— 
in managing their land. And there are a 
good many hundred thousand farmers who 
have asked for help, and can’t get it. 
Why? Because the Congress has not voted 
enough money to build and maintain an 
adequate service. 


Item for the P.-T.A. 


It will help a great deal in knowing 
about conservation if you'll join one of the 
many conservation societies. 


But don’t stop with conservation groups. 
This problem of survival, in our overpopu- 
lated, abused world, needs to be approached 
from every possible angle. Take it up in 
your local Parent-Teachers Association and 
your local school board, 


Is your child being well-taught how thor- 
oughly he depends on soil and water, for- 
ests and grasses,,and the plants and ani- 
mals that tie them together? On the basis 
of wide experience, my guess is that 999 
times out of a thousand your answer would 
have to be No, 

If our children don’t learn, and learn 
well, such fundamental and indispensable 
facts as. these, do you think we have much 
chance of surviving? Do we even deserve

Tale of a Lost W orld 


LOVE AMONG THE RUINS, by Angela Thirkell. 

(Alfred A. Knopf, 340 Pages, $3.00.) 

As long as Mrs. Thirkell is writing, the 
English landed gentry will have a cham- 
pion, and a rather entertaining one. The 
world which she presents so nostalgically, 
one in which the gentry of Barsetshire all 
know each other, know who is “county” 
and who is not; one in which the lower 
classes are plainly recognizable by their 
speech, by their undemocratic humility, and 
their amoral conduct, and who thus present 
their “betters” with many opportunities for 
amused tolerance and condescending mirth; 
this world must have been very comfort- 
able to a great many of the people con- 
cerned,

But it is gone now. It is the world of 
Jane Austen and Anthony Trollope, a good 
world in many ways, and the fact that it 
survives to any extent in the twentieth cen- 
tury—if we may believe Mrs. Thirkell’s 
books—is evidence of its great vigor. Even 
from this distance one is charmed by a 
world in which everyone knows everyone 
else—and, moreover, everyone else’s geneal- 
ogy; where engagements and marriages 
and births occur in a gentle, well-mannered, 
orderly succession, and where violence of 
passion, if hinted at and observed in others, 


certainly never occurs in anybody who is ~ 


anybody, or who is known to anybody who 
is anybody; where a dinner-party is a po- 
lite routine, easy because of the presence 
in the kitchen of many devoted members 
of the lower classes; where the conversation 
is always basically untroubled; where no 
one is very evil, and where no one suffers 
very much. 


There are of course ugly rumors in this 
snug little county of a grim Socialist world 
without: the government is referred to rath- 
er fearfully and contemptuously as They; 
and They, like the wrath of God, must be 
borne with resignation. The only real 

trouble is that things 
aren’t what they used 
to be, 

Mrs. Thirkell’s at- 
titude, then, is es- 
capist. But her day- 
dreams are those of 
the aristocrat rather 
than the shop-girl. 
Thus her books are 
always well - man- 
nered and witty, al- 
ways restrained, al- 
ways tolerant, always 
conservative. They 
provide a pleasant 

Angela Thirkell retreat from our 
modern impersonal 
struggling world. Mrs. Thirkell’s particular 
truth is to be found in her depiction of a 
way of life which is now ceasing to exist, 
and which we shall all regret a little bit. 
The charm of her books makes us regret 
it a little bit more, though not quite enough 
to wish it back again.

UEW, 
incidentally, was the only major 
union to support Henry Wallace. 

Carey now is convinced that un- 
der the guise of security, the very 
existence of the union is being 
threatened. Both Lewin and Car- 
ner were active in the UEW. 


Taft-Hartley Oath. 


The real stake is the position of 
UEW in plants operating under 
contract to the Atomic Energy 
Commission. The commission has 
announced that because officials 
of the union refuse to take the 
non-Communist oath in the Taft- 
Hartley Act, the union no longer 
will be recognized as the bargain- 
ing agent. 

This, too, Carey and Murray re- 
gard as union-busting. They in- 
sist that known Communists—and 
security officials do know who 
they are—can be fired individual- 
ly as agents of a foreign power 
which is a potential enemy. In 
this way, they argue, any threat 
to security can be eliminated. 

As with so many other phases 
of the defense program, this is 
kept pretty much under wraps by 
officialdom. The meeting of a few 
top men is useful in its way. But 
we all need to know more about 


the whys and wherefores of what 
is happening. ) 


URES HOME RULE 
AS TAX AO TO CTS 


Kansas City Mayor Proposes 
Municipal League Seek 
Legislative Relief. 


Cities must be given “home rule” 
powers by the Legislature enabling 
them to impose additional taxes, 
if they are to solve their difficult 
financial problems, Mayor William 
E. Kemp of Kansas City said here 
last night. ‘ 

Kemp told 250 delegates to th 
fourteenth annual convention of 
the Missouri Municipal League, at 
their annual dinner at Hotel 
Chase, that they must lead action 
for a legislative program which 
would permit cities to find new 
revenue sources. He said Kansas 
City will not be able to carry on 
at the present level of operations 
after this year, and St. Louis may 
have a budget deficit of $5,000,000. 


On the city level, Kemp said, 
administrators Must save money 
by improving organizational effi- 
ciency, and seeing to it that city 
services such as public markets, 
airports and publicly-owned utili- 
ties “pay their own way.” He said 
tax collection must be improved, 
especially the property tax, which 
he declared was most frequently 
administered badly. | 

The dilemma of cities which 
are piling up debts with inflated 
dollars, which they may have to 
pay off in deflated dollars, was 
emphasized yesterday in a paper 
by Miner B. Phillips, director of 
the Municipal Finance Officers’ 
Association of the United States 
and Canada, which was read by 
Rollin Agard, director of finance 
of Kansas City. 

Phillips listed consolidation and 
simplification of city departments 
as urgently needed economy meas- 
ures, and recommended estabtish- 
ment of cost accounting systems 
for municipal governments.

Surgical Procedures to Be 
Carried to Medical Conven- 
tion Over Closed Circuits. 


Doctors attending the interim 
session of the American Medical 
Auditorium 
Nov. 30 to Dec. 3 will watch sur- 
gical operations and demonstra- 
tions of medical techniques over 
television receivers which will be 
set up in the auditorium. 

The programs will be broadcast 
from Barnes, St. Mary’s and 
Firmin Desloge hospitals to 15 
television receivers at the audi- 
torium. Circuits will be closed 
so that it will be impossible for 
ordinary receivers in homes or 
taverns to pick up the broad- 
casts. 

A total of 20 special demonstra- 
tions and operations performed 
by local surgeons have been 
scheduled. Co-operating in the 
project are the medical schools 
of Washington and St. Louis uni- 
versities, Post-Dispatch television 
station KSD-TV, and the E. R. 
Squibb & Sons pharmaceutical 
house. ; 

It will be the first time that 
television has been used for medi- 
cal instruction in the St. Louis 
area. The method has been used 
successfully at Johns Hopkins 
University Medical School in Bal- 
timore, and was tried on a smaller 
scale at a meeting of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association in Chica- 
go last June.

RUFINO TAMAYO__ 


Interest in the work of Tamayo 
runs high among art school stu- 
dents and faculty and St. Louis 
collectors. The museum’s October 
exhibition of locally owned twen- 
tieth century art, which attracted 
praise in leading art magazines 
and art pages of the country, in- 
cluded pictures by Tamayo lent by 
Miss Martha Love, Mrs. T. M. 
Sayman and Mrs. Morton D, May. 

The Mays have presented a Ta- 
mayo to the museum, and another 
is owned by Washington Univer- 
sity. Many major American mu- 
seums have purchased works by 
Tamayo; others are seeking to buy 
them. 

Aims of an Expressionist. 

The artist, known as an expres- 
sionist, strives to convey in a pic- 
ture his own emotions about a 
subject, rather than to represent 
it as a camera would. He distorts 
human anatomy for this purpose, 
and his palette, praised by leading 
connoisseurs for its nuances, is not 
restricted to colors in the object 
before him. With the aid of rapid 
sketches, Tamayo explained yes- 
terday the basis of the proportion 
of his pictures. 

“The Greek esthetic ideal was 
for the head to be one seventh as 
tall as the body,” he began. “With 
that I agree, but the proportion 
may be turned around also, The 
head may be six-sevenths of the 
body, and the relationship of the 
parts to the whole can have the 
same abstract beauty. 

“In my paintings I want a subtle 
mathematical proportion, like the 
harmonics of music, to govern the 
composition. Of course, it’s not 
all intellectual; the personal, the 
emotional, the sensitive apprecia- 
tion is even more important.” 

Sings Folk Songs to His Guitar. 

Tamayo is an affable man of 49 
who has been painting and draw- 
ing since he was a child. He sings 
folk songs of Mexico to the ac- 
companiment of his guitar. ' He 
also composes songs whose themes 
are the ideals of his land. Many 
of his pictures, including the 
mural in Mexico City’s National 
School of Music, are concerned 
with music and musical instru- 
ments. 

Tamayo’s parents are of Zapotec 
Indian stock, and ancient Mexi- 
can cultures serve aS a spring- 
board for much of his work. When 
22, he headed the ethnographic 
drawing department of Mexico's 
National Museum of Archeology. 
There, in a formative period, his 
store of personal images was en- 
riched by familiarity with Aztec, 
Mayan and Toltec sculpture and 
archaic pottery of the Valley of 
Mexico. 

His primary aims in painting, 
however, are international and de- 


first of all I am a painter,” he 
said, “In applying pigment, I be- 
lieve always in reduction, in econ- 
omy of means, in the single line 
and the very thin layer of paint.” 

The “Big Three” of Mexican 
muralists—Orozco, Siquieros and 
Rivera—steadily paint with a mes- 
sage, often the point of view of 
the government. Since Tamayo in- 
sists on artistic freedom, the Big 
Three and their partisans call 
Tamayo a “purist,” a “capitalist” 
and—he says—“worse things.” 

When the Mexican Government, 
cognizant of the world fame of 
their foremost. easel painter, re- 
cently arranged a huge show for 
Tamayo, the newspapers friendly 
to the Big Three attacked Tama- 
yo in scandalous page one head- 
lines three inches high.

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NLRB RULING PAVES 
WAY TOINTER-UNION 
RAIDS, EXPERTS SAY 


Decision Permits Strike to 
Take Over Powers of Un- 


’ WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP)— 

The National Labor Relations 
Board ruled yesterday it is legal 
for one union to strike in an ef- 
fort to take over collective bar- 
gaining powers from another 
union which has never been cer- 
tified by the board. In effect, the 
decision opens the way for pos- 
sibly widespread inter-union raids, 
labor experts said. 

Unions which have failed to 
comply with the Taft-Hartley act 
would be subject to such raids, 
these experts said, because they 
would be deprived of protection 
Gffered by the NLRB. The act 
requires union officers to sign 
non-Communist affidavits before 
pce union can qualify for NLRB 
se 

The decision followed a dispute 
involving rival unions at the 
Perry Norvell Shoe Co. plant at 
Huntington, W. Va. The AFL 
union of Boot and Shoe Workers 
had a long-term contract with the 
company, but it had never been 
formally certified by the NLRB 
as bargaining agent for the work- 
ers. The board held it was legal 
for rival union forces to strike 
because the AFL union lacked 
certification by the board. 

In making its unanimous deci- 
sion, the five-man NLRB broke 
sharply with its own general coun- 
sel, Robert N. Denham, who ar- 
gued that the strike was illegal 
under the Taft-Hartley law be- 
cause the union the plant had 
a long-term contract. Denham 
contended that the strike deprived 
the employes of the right to rep- 
resentation by their chosen bar- 
gaining agent.

‘But modernization is not like 
mere installation of new Frigid- 
aires in the fleet. Each vessel 
must be rebuilt at great cost, and, 
since the new anti-submarine de- 
vices are still experimental, only a 
few vessels are being modernized. 
Furthermore, the authoritative 
Joint Research and Development 
Board by no means shares the 
Navy staff view, that enough is 
being done about this most urgent 
of all our defense problems. 

The funds being spent on anti- 
submarine research are invidiously 
compared with the funds allocated 
to certain other projects, such as 
the Navy’s giant carrier (which 
will be utterly useless, of course, 
unless it can be defended against 
anti-submarine attack). But the 
real differences of viewpoint be- 
tween Navy and Joint Research 
Board apparently lies in the 
phrase above, “the capacities of 
the Navy.” 

The Navy is undoubtedly doing

Salary Cuts When They Join 


Pros, Furman President Says 


ATLANTA, Nov. 12 (AP)—College football has gone professional 
to the point that when “some of the big stars turn to professional 
football they have to take a cut in salary.” 


That’s the opinion of Dr. John 
L. Plyler, president of Furman 
University at Greenville, 8.C, 

And the little colleges with lim- 
ited athletic funds can’t hope to 

eep pace with the big schools 
who have ways.and means of at- 
tracting top grid talent, the ed- 
ucator said at an alumni meeting 
here last night. 


“The day when you could get a 
good football player for his tuition 
and college expenses is long gone,” 
Dr. Pyler continued. 

He estimated the cost of an 
“average, good” football team 
these days at $100,000 a year. “Big 
time” teams run from $250,000 to 
$600,000 annually, he said. 


“We just don’t have that kind 
of money to throw around at Fur- 
man,” he added. 

“At least if we have I can’t find 
it— and I’ve been looking. 

“Don’t think these swivel-hipped, 
tip-toeing quarterbacks don’t cost 
money. The situation in ‘amateur’ 
college football is such that when 
some of the big stars turn to pro- 
fessional. football they have to 
take a cut in salary.” 

Sometimes, he added, loyalty to 
the school will hold a good player, 
but “even the gift of a new auto- 


mobile or a similar inducement 
generally is not enough to attract 
top-flighters.” 

“A while back,” Dr. Plyler con- 


tinued, “the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association got out what 
it called a ‘sanity code,’ but most 
of the big coaches all over the 
country called it an ‘insanity code’ 
because they don’t want amateur 
football.” 

The “sanity code” limits the 
amount of assistance a school can 
give its athletes, 

Dr. Plyler, a football fan him- 
self, emphasized that he was not 
complaining or criticizing—just 
explaining to the alumni why their 
team was not bowling over all op- 
position. The school has won two, 
lost four and tied one this season.

Enamel Troubles. 

We got to wondering the other 
evening why 80 many people who 
start out to enamel something end 
up by wishing they had gone to a 
movie or read a good book in- 
stead. One theory we have about 
this is that people are apt to 
treat enamel like an ordinary 
paint rather than something just 
a little bit special. 

Enamel is very similar to var- 
nish and like varnish must be ap- 
plied in just such a way. The kind 
of brush you use is important and 
the best is a regular enamel brush 
with a chisel point and long soft 
bristles. You dip this brush to 
about half the leuagth of the bris- 
tles into the enamel and then 
shake out the excess paint. Never 
try to work enamel with a full 
brush. Once you have the enamel 
on the brush you get it onto the 
surface with straight strokes and 
continue with these strokes until 
the ename] has been spread out 
in a nice thin even coat.

that General Eisenhower, with 

his historic role, faced problems 
of such heroic range that they 
required the judgment of a Solo- 
mon, the military mind of a Napo- 
leon, the diplomacy of a Prime 
Minister. 

One hour, for example, he might 
be in the giddy heights of inter- 
national politics, discussing with 
Under Secretary of State Bdward 
Stettinius delicate problems ex- 
pected to arise in liberated Europe. 
The next hour, he might be bawl- 
ing out a chastised General Pat- 
ton for making a chance public 
remark (highly resented by hard- 
pressed Russia) that America and 
Britain would have to rule the 
postwar world. The next, Ike 
might confer with Monty, listening 
to complaints that several United 
States generals were not up to 
their jobs. 

General Eisenhower had far less 
social life than the most lowly 
member of his staff. 

Normally, however, any leisure 
was spent at Telegraph Cottage, 
where bridge was the major in- 
door sport. Once in a while Gen- 
eral Ike would look up from his 
desk, hounded by nerves, and sug- 
gest an hour’s horseback riding. 

When the General did have a 
dinner party, it was informal and 
intimate. I was especially pleased 
one night when he included my 
mother and me in a party of about 
10 invited.to Hays Lodge, Among 
the other guests were Jimmy 
Gault and his wife, some people 
from the Red Cross, and General 
Patton. The latter was in good 
form that night—on good verbal 
behavior which impressed my 
mother no less than me. As usual, 
he kidded Ike about wanting some 
more medals. “You haven’t done 


| T seems no exaggeration to say 


_ anything yet,” General Ike chided, 


“Wait till you get on the Conti- 
nent!” 

Seeing and talking with soldiers 
in the field was more pleasure 
and more relaxation for him than 
anything London’s social planners 
could devise. Also, he thought it 
vital that the Supreme Comman- 
der be seen, that he become a 
person instead of a vague signa- 
ture on orders, that he try to ob- 
tain firsthand evidence on condi- 
tions in the field.

N all truth, I doubt if in mili- 
| tary annals there is anything to 

equal Ike’s record of a general's 
non-stop attempt to visit all his 
troops before an impending opera- 
tion of such magnitude, 

With May growing old, London 
was drained of its leave troops. 
Barmen, theater owners, movie 
ushers, taxi drivers, and nightclub 
doormen commented on the poor 
business. Staff officers due to 
travel in the invasion fleet dis- 
appeared one by one from their 
offices, without explanation, Head- 
quarters ,staffs were strained, 
touchy to the point of ugly tem- 
per. American military personnel 
were restricted to quarters for a 
twenty-four-hour period so M.P.s 
could root out AWOLs. Hospitals 
dismissed all but the worst bed 
cases; laundries received instruc- 
tions to make hospital linens a 
top priority. Travelers found few 
trains; hundreds of engines and 
coaches had been shunted to mili- 
tary service. ‘ 

Everyone in the British Isles— 
and probably in the German Gen- 
eral Staff — knew the invasion 
would pop any day. But only the 
necessary few men knew it was 
scheduled for June 4. 

General Eisenhower attended 
the final Big Brass conference 
three weeks before, on May 15, at 
General Montgomery’s Twenty- 
first Army Group headquarters in 
old St. Paul’s School. 

Then, all our attention focused 
on the South Coast, now choked 
with invading armies straining at 
the leash. 

Hesitant to bother any of the 
active headquarters with his 
presence, General Eisenhower set 
up an Advance CP at Southwick, 
six or seven miles north of Ports- 
mouth. His office was a trailer; 
I had a tiny desk in one corner. 
The whole CP was set in a wood

where sunshine was exiled, where 
rain soaked our entire canvas 
headquarters days on end, giving 
everything a damp, musty odor;

UNE 4—supposed to be D-day— 
J undoubtedly was the longest day 

of 1944. The Prime Minister 
came down for a comforting visit, 
leaving as downhearted as the 
most pessimistic man in the of- 
fice. Another visitor was Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle, who raised 
maddening political questions at 
this late hour and displayed inter- 
est only in those phases of the in- 
vasion wich might effect his Free 
French; he was not informed of 
exact target details. 

There was another weather ses- 
sion that evening. All who at- 
tended were agreed D-day could 
not be delayed much longer. 

So the final, decisive conference 
was set for the next morning, at 
4 am. Everyone went to that 
meeting with the full knowledge 
that a decision had. to be made 
Further postponement, 
even another 24 hours, would en- 
danger the entire expeditionary 
force. On the other hand, can- 
cellation of D-day meant a com- 
plete rescheduling of the whole 
invasion, weeks, perhaps months, 
later in the summer. 

The duty for the frightful de- 
cision belonged to General Eisen- 
hower. Even knowing him as I 
did, I had no idea what was pass- 
ing through his mind, 

“If it goes all right,” I re- 
marked to him afterward, “dozens 
of persons will claim the credit. 
But if it goes wrong, you'll be the 
only one to blame.” , 

Fifteen minutes after going 
into that meeting in the damp 
morning of June 5, General Ike 
made the historic, staggering de- 
cision. 

It was his decision, his alone. 
Barring his death, no one else 
could make it. Not another per- 
son on the face of the earth could 
make that decision at that time 
and place. 

The invasion was on. 

And by nightfall not 
could stop it. 

General Eisenhower got a lit- 
tle lift of spirits when I drove 
him to an inspection of a British 
unit and the assault troops yelled, 
over and over, “Good old Ike!” 

That evening around 6:30 I 
drove the General to Newbury, 
where, ten weeks before we had 
witnessed the spectacular demon- 
stration by the 10lst Airborne 
troops. This time, Ike had to look 
these troops straight in the eye, 
knowing that he, only he, was 
responsible if they and the men 
of the 82nd Airborne encountered 
sheer disaster. 

Then they started off for Nor- 
mandy.

wick headquarters before 1 a.m., 
D-Day. 

“Well,” Ike said quietly. “It’s 
on.”

Monday, June 12, was a big day 
for General Eisenhower. Leaving 
our CP before six o’clock in the 
morning, he took the visiting 
V-I-P party to Normandy. 

General Ike came back about 
8:30 p.m., feeling chipper that he 
had got ashore at long last, invig- 
orated by actually visiting the 
troops, and happy that everyone’s 
spirits seemed so high. 

In addition, there was another, 
unofficial reason for his happiness 
—a reunion with his son. Gradu- 
ated from West Point on D-Day, 
Second-Lieutenant John 8S. D. Eis- 
enhower was en route to England 
to spend leave with hjs famous 
father. General Ike had dispatched 
Tex Lee to Prestwick to meet 
John, 

On June 29, I .lost all interest 
in: war. , 

General Ike had several of us 
out to Telegraph Cottage for din- 
ner. John, he said, was fretting 
because the West Point gradua- 
tion leave was almost over; he 
was due back*to Fort Benning. 

“I’m sending John home in my 
B-17,” the General explained. “Tex 
is going along. So are Mattie 
Pinette and Sergeant Farr.” He 
looked at me. “There’s a spare 
place and I know you’re anxious 
to meet Dick’s ,.mother. How 
would you like to go along?” 

Our send-off from the Germans 
was a buzz-bomb. It landed several 
hundred yards away and rattled 
the car windows as we drove out 
to the airport. 

All of us breathed a sigh of re- 
lief when London and the airport 
were far behind. 

© women rushed up to wel- 
come us to Washington. One was 
Mrs. George Allen; the other, Mrs. 
Mamie Eisenhower. I found the 
General’s wife an attractive, petite 
woman, her bangs the hint to a 
vivacious, friendly personality. We 
all chatted excitedly. Then Mrs. 
Eisenhower and Mrs. Allen went 
off to town, with John in tow, 
promising to call.

EXT afternoon I went up to 
N the fashionable Wardman Park 

to visit Mrs. Eisenhower, who 
greeted me at the door with a wel- 
come, tinkling, orange-filled Old 
Fashioned. Her cordiality helped 
me to meet the wives of various 
friends around headquarters, men 
I had known in North Africa and 
in England. In the beginning, I 
felt strange and foreign, much 
too British and much too mili- 
tarized for this forgotten social 
side of femininity. But their nat- 
ural friendliness soon thawed my 
embarrassment. Moreover, we had 
mutudl interests, mutual friends; 
their husbands. I enjoyed meet- 
ing the wives of overseas friends, 
putting flesh on the name-skele- 
tons rattled so continuously by 
lonely husbands abroad; they en- 
joyed meeting someone who knew 
their husbands, who could tell 
them how their husbands looked, 
how they felt, what they ate, 
where they lived, et cetera. It 
was a lovely afternoon and I en- 
joyed it thoroughly. 

And I didn’t have to ride back 
in that bucket-seat C-47. Our old 
B-17 showed up in Miami. Cap- 
tain Larry Hansen, General Kisen- 
hower’s pilot, had a double reason 
for coming down: firstly, we were 
due to leave for England the very 
next day; secondly, his wife lived 
in nearby Coral Gables. We took 
off for Washington that afternoon. 

Some of the Army wives I met 
at this time left'a bad taste in my 
memory. <A few seemed s0 cal- 
culating, so cold. They gauged 
each other purely by rank, more 
so than the most rank-conscious 
West Pointer, all social and per- 
sonal attention centered on those

thought bitterly of my amhulance 
days in the Blitz, of my torpedoing 
in the Mediterranean, of my driv- 
er’s life in North Africa.
